Victor O. Skybarg Appointed 
Principal 


of 


When prolonged sickness compel¬ 
led the New York (Fanwood) Institu 
tion to regretfully accept the resig¬ 
nation of its principal, Isaac B. 
Gardner, M.A., there was much 
speculation concerning a successor 
who should measure up to the office in 
the line of education, experience 
specialized knowledge of the deaf, and 
personal temperament. 

Naturally there must have been 
several applicants for the position 
and several months elapsed before 
the Institution’s Board of Directors 
made a decision and selected 
Victor O. Skybero, 
the present Superintendent of the 
Minnesota School for the Deaf, at 
Faribault, Minn. It is difficult 
conceive of a more fitting appointment 
It is twenty-one years since Mr 
Skyberg Won his Bacherlor’s degree at 
St. Olaf College at Northfield, Minn 
and supplemented it with a year ii 
the Normal training department 
Gallaudet College, where he received 
the degree of Master of Arts, in the 
year 1912. In the same year he be 
came a professor in the Fanwood 
school, and for the next three years 
concentrated upon the educational well 
being of the pupils of that school 
Accepting a call from Gallaudet Col 
lege, he held the professorship 
natural sciences with conspicuous 
ability until appointed to the super 
intendency of the Minnesota School 
for the Deaf, in the year 1928. 

His activities while a professor at 
Gallaudet College were broadened by 
service on the Federal Board 
Vocational Education and the United 
States Veterans Bureau as rehabilita- 
ttorr assistant*-tirrharge-of the voMo¬ 
tional training of deafened ex-service 
men. He holds the rank of captain 
in the Officers Reserve Corps of the 
United States Army, and an assign¬ 
ment to the office of the Surgeon 
General of the Array as specialist in 
the re-education of the deafened. His 
military experience will be a valued 
asset in the conduct of the Fanwood 
school, whose cadets have for a great 
many years been famed for superior¬ 
ity over other schools having military 
organizations. 

Experienced in all approved methods 
of educating the deaf, the building up 
and strengthening of character, their 
vocational success, the promptitude 
and loyalty which military training 
inculcates, there is every reason to 
believe that he will keep Fanwood in 
the van of progress, so that its 
graduates will enter the world fully 
equipped for the vicissitudes of life.
